[Extract  from  Rules  relative  to  Priv  ite  Bills.) 

50.  All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly  the' 
subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of  “The  British 
North  America  Act,  1867,’’  whether  for  the  erection 
of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railroad,  Turnpike  Road,- 
or  Telegraph  Line  ; the  construction  or  improvement 
of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  or  Slide,  or  other' 
like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  in- 
corporation of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company  ; or  otherwise  for  granting 
to  any  individual  or  individuals  any  exclusive  or 
peculiar  rights  or  privileges  whatever,  or  for  doing 
any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation  would 
affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other  parties,  or  relate 
to  any  particular  class  of  the  community;  or  for 
making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former 
Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application;
